Six Convicted, 
One Acquitted

FAIRFIELD - Six men 
were convicted and one was 
acquitted 
yesterday 
on 
charges arising from the 
Valentine’s Day labor rally 
against 
the 
Independent-

A Solano County Superior 
Court jury of 10 women and 
two men brought in guilty 
verdicts on 18 of the 34

Envoy's Car Window 
Smashed In Moscow 


MOSCOW (UPI)—One U.S. 
diplomat found the window of 
his car smashed today and 
three others reported they had 
been “ accosted” verbally by 
Russians on the streets in the 
Soviet campaign to put retalia­ 
tory pressure on Americans, a 
U.S. Embassy spokesman said. 
The incidents, which involved 
no violence aside from the 
apparent automobile vandalism, 
were reported by the embassy 
in connection with the Soviet 
diplomatic threat that the 
safety of U.S. citizens in Russia 
is jeopardized by the attacks 
upon Soviet facilities in the 
United States.

change an Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
schedule. 
Reagan said he talked by 
telephone with Richardson 
Thursday night and news of the 
court suit ‘‘was a complete 
surprise to Mr. Richardson.” 
‘‘It is most unfair to cover an 
HEW blunder by suggesting 
that California has changed its 
position,” Reagan said. 
The federal agency has 
charged California with failing 
to comply fully with a 1967 law 
requiring all states to revise 
the ‘‘standard of need” they 
use for setting the maximum 
level of payments to the poor 
under the dependent children 
program. The revision was 
ordered completed by July 1, 
1969, to reflect increased living 
costs. 
The law did not require that 
the states also raise the amount 
of welfare payments to compen­ 
sate for the higher standard of 
need. Reagan said state court 
decisions had hampered Califor­ 
nia’s attempts to comply with 
the rule. 
California gets $684 million in 
federal AFDC funds annually. 
Twiname said the state could 
lose all the money if the 
changes are not made. 
Reagan has been one of the 
most severe critics of President 
Nixon’s proposed welfare re­ 
form plan. 
The National Welfare Rights 
Organization (NWRO), which 
represents thousands of welfare 
recipients across the nation, 
Friday criticized the decision 
rescinding the order to cut off 
funds 
for California. 
For 
months the NWRO has been 
trying to get federal officials to 
hold back funds from states 
that do not comply with the 
regulations. 
The organization said HEW 
had ‘‘perpetrated a shocking 
sellout of the poor people of 
California.” 
‘‘Caving in to the political 
interference of Gov. Reagan, 
HEW has ignored federal law, 
its own regulations and the 
decision of its own hearing 
examiner,” NWRO said in a 
statement. 


Board To Eye 
Rapid Tronsit 


The Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict’s p r o p o s a l to use the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
right-of-way for a rapid transit 
corridor will be discussed by 
the Mill Valley School District 
board at 8 p.m. M o n d a y at 
Park School. 
The board last month voted to 
o p p o s e any such use of the 
right-of-way, since it passes 
through both the Edna Maguire 
and new midjle school sites. 
Trustees said they felt such use 
of the corridor for rapid transit 
is inconsistent with the school’s 
uses as educational and recrea­ 
tional property. 
Also on the agenda is further 
discussion of the district’s sum­ 
mer school program. Supt. Dr. 
Jam es A. Collins has warned 
that the district probably won’t 
be able to afford the program 
this year. 


For Highway 


PHNOM PENH (U P I)- A 
Cambodian field commander, 
said today his troops were get-; 
ting ready for a major allied 
offensive to recapture strategic 
Highway 4 from Communist 
forces. The statement indicated 
that U.S. and South Vietnamese 
units would participate in some 
way. 
In Saigon, U.S. headquarters 
said today an American jet 
fighter-bomber escorting B52 
bombers attacked a Communist 
antiaircraft missile site mside 
North Vietnam in what U.S. 
officials described as a “protec­ 
tive reaction strike.” 
The military situation along 
Highway 4 has been steadily 
deteriotating in recent weeks 
with Communist forces tighten­ 
ing a vise on the road linking 
Phnom Penh to the oil refinery 
seaport of Kompong Som. 
Gasoline and electricity have 
been rationed in Phnom Penh. 
A high-ranking U.S. Defense 
Department official, Dennis D. 
Doolin, arrived in Phnom Penh 
Friday for talks with American 
and Cambodian officials on the 
situation. His chief, Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird, is in 
Saigon for similar talks with 
top American commanders. 
Field reports said Cambodian 
troops on Highway 4 “tempora­ 
rily” stopped their advance to 
retake Highway 4 Friday, and 
Brig. Gen. Sosthene Fernandez, 
the commander of the push, 
said his mean were standing by 
in anticipation of “ a major 
allied push to retake the road.” 
South 
Vietnamese 
ground 
units have been used in 
previous Cambodia offensives. 


And U.S. air support has been 
committed in the past when 
Cambodian units have become 
bogged down. President Nixon 
has said repeatedly that Ameri­ 
can ground combat troops will 
not be used in Cambodia. 
U.S. spokesmen said an F105 
Wild 
Weasel 
fighter-bomber 
fired two radar-control Shrike 
missiles at the missile site 
after sensitive electronic equip­ 
ment showed the North Vietna­ 
mese had “ locked on” to the 
B52s and were ready to fire at 
them. 
ITie B52s were flying a 
mission against the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail complex at the 
time, The U.S. spokesman said. 
The Command said the F105 
was flying 
escort for the 
Stratofortresses just east of Mu 
Ghia Pass, main gateway for 
supplies 
flowing 
over 
the 
Annamite 
Mountains 
from 
North Vietnam into Laos when 
the jet got a signal from its 
sensor gear the North Vietna­ 
mese missile radar had a 
“positive lock” on the B52s. 


The F105 peeled off and dived 
in to fire missiles at the 
antiaircraft site in mountains 50 
miles west-northwest of the 
North Vietnamese port of Dong 
Hoi, spokesmen said. There was 
no word on 
whether the 
American missiles struck the 
Communist installation but no 
antiaircraft 
missiles 
were 
launched and there was no 
damage to U.S. aircraft. 
It was the seventh time since 
May 25 when President Nixon 
announced a policy of “protec­ 
tive reaction” to bomb Commu­ 
nist antiaircraft sites in North 
Vietnam 
if 
they 
fired 
on 
American planes that such an 
attack has been carried out. 
The last previous such attack 
occurred Nov. 30, 5-1-2 miles 
north of the demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) separating North and 
South Vietnam.

costs. 
The law did not require that 
the states also raise the amount 
of welfare payments to compen­ 
sate for the higher standard of 
need. Reagan said state court 
decisions had hampered Califor­ 
nia’s attempts to comply with 
the rule. 
California gets $684 million in 
federal AFDC funds annually. 
Twiname said the state could 
lose all 
the money 
if the 
changes are not made. 
Reagan has been one of toe 
most severe critics of President 
Nixon’s proposed welfare re­ 
form plan. 
The National Welfare Rlgits 
Organization (NWRO), which 
represents thousands of welfare 
recipients across the nation, 
Friday criticized the decision 
rescinding the order to cut off 
funds 
for California. 
For 
months the NWRO has been 
trying to get federal officials to 
hold back funds from states 
that do not comply with the 
regulations. 
The organization said HEW 
had “ perpetrated a shocking 
sellout of the poor people of 
California.” 
“Caving in to toe political 
interference of Gov. 'Reagan, 
HEW has ignored federal law, 
its own regulations and the 
decision of its own hearing 
examiner,” NWRO said in a 
statement. 


Cambodians 
Plan Drive 
For Highway 


PHNOM PENH (U P I)-A 
Cambodian field commander, 
said today his troops were get*; 
ting ready for a major allied 
offensive to recapture strategic 
Highway 4 from Communist 
forces. The statement indicated 
that Uü. and South Vietnamese 
units would participate in some 
way. 
In Saigon, U.S. headquarters 
said today an American jet 
fighter-bomber escorting B52 
bombers attacked a Communist 
antiaircraft missile site inside 
North, Vietnam in what U.S. 
officials described as a “protec­ 
tive reaction strike.” 
The military situation along 
Highway 4 has been steadily 
deteriotating in recent weeks 
with Communist forces tighten­ 
ing a vise on the road linking 
Phnom Penh to the oil refinery 
seaport of Kompong Som. 
Gasoline and electricity have 
been rationed in Phnom Penh. 
A high-ranking U.S. Defense 
Department official, Dennis D. 
Doolin, arrived in Phnom Penh 
Friday for talks with American 
and Cambodian officials on the 
situation. His chief, Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird, is in 
Saigon for similar talks with 
top American commanders. 
Field reports said Cambodian 
troops on Highway 4 “tempora­ 
rily” stopped their advance to 
retake Highway 4 Friday, and 
Brig. Gen. Sosthene Fernandez, 
the commander of the push, 
said his mean were standing by 
in anticipation of “ a major 
allied push to retake toe road.”

And U.S. air support has been 
committed in the past when 
Cambodian unite have become 
bogged down.

Tape Will Assure Uniform, 
Accurate Buttonhole Length 
Quick-Change Artistry

Here’s a timely hint for 
marking your fabric for 
machine buttonholes. Time­ 
ly because with the return 
of the shirt look, in dresses, 
c o a t s , etc. and the long 
sleeves ending in cuffs, we 
will all be making dozens of 
these buttonholes. 
Mrs. Ada Mitchell, Ft. 
Worth, Tex., is this week’s 
Tailor Trix pressing board 
winner for her suggestion. 
“To be sure the length is 
uniform and accurate, place 
a piece of cellophane tape 
at the beginning and ending 
of 
the 
buttonholes. 
This 
works beautifully when you 
don't have to use a separate 
buttonhole attachment, and 
you can end each buttonhole 
exactly when you come to 
your tape. If you have to 
use a separate attachment, 
be sure you begin with the 
proper setting of your at­ 
tachment. Machine button­ 
holes are e s p e c i a l l y 
beautiful when they have a 
narrow cording inserted in 
them. However, this is not 
possible 
with 
all 
mach­ 
ines.”

built into the pattern, in 
other words, elimination of 
darts in the bust areas and 
a generally softer design 
with less close fitting. Most 
patterns outside of the knit 
section can be successfully 
used for knits. However, be­ 
cause of the lack of fitting 
darts in the s e c t i o n de­ 
signed expressly for knits, 
there wouldn’t be enough 
ease or fit for other fabrics. 
Knits are usually made with 
very litte, if any, inner con­ 
struction such as under­ 
linings, therefore, you will 
have a softer look, not a 
stiff, shaped look. It’s safest 
to follow the pattern compa­ 
nies’ 
advice. They have 
s p e n t lots of money and 


“Since my husband is one 
of those bosses,” she wrote, 
“I thought I’d best get on 
the band wagon ahead of 
her and try to please him 
myself.” 
One fault of the patterns 
available is that the in­ 
structions are too vague. 
First of all, with the new 
wider ties that have become 
fashionable with men, they 
d o n ’ t use the tight small 
knot that they wore when 
they wore the tight neck­ 
bands on their shirts. De­ 
pending on the fabric you 
use, it is necessary to vary 
the amount of interfacing 
you use for the body of the 
tie. I find you must use two 
layers for all of today’s ties. 
If the f a b r i c is a light 
weight silk, I use an extra 
layer for the center portion 
of the tie. These should be 
carefully pinned together 
and machine stitched dia­ 
gonally across them every 
now and then to hold them 
together. 
If you examine an expen­ 
sive tie, you will find the 
lining is always put in by 
hand. This is a simple ope­ 
ration and it is much easier 
to set the lining back about 
1/4 inch from the edge. This 
will avoid any chance of the 
lining peaking out from the 
back of the tie. 
One last bit of advice is to 
put a strip of narrow gros- 
grain r i b b o n across the 
back of the finished tie 
time trying to guide you in„ about 6 inches above the 
the right direction.

I find you must use two 
layers for all of today’s ties. 
If the f a b r i c is a light 
weight silk, I use an extra 
layer for the center portion 
of the tie. These should be 
carefully 
pinned together 
and machine stitched dia­ 
gonally across them every 
now and then to hold them 
together. 
If you examine an expen­ 
sive tie, you will find the 
lining is always put in by 
hand. This is a simple ope­ 
ration and it is much easier 
to set the lining back, about 
1/4 inch from the edge. This 
will avoid any chance of the 
lining peaking out from the 
back of the tie. 
One last bit of advice Is to ■ 
put a strip of narrow gros- 
grain r i b b o n across the 
back of the finished tie 
about 6 inches above the 
end. of the wide section. 
This will act as a slide to 
slip the other end of the tie 
through and it’s very neces­ 
sary since most men have 
given up wearing tie tacks 
again.

Baking Soda Will Safely Put 
Out Many Types Of Kitchen Fires 


If your fondue dish catches 
fire during a party, don’t reach 
for the p h o n e , head for the 
kitchen instead; it most likely 
contains an instant fire extin­ 
guisher — baking soda. 
This is the sound advice of 
fire and safety expert, William 
C. Bogane, director of safety 
for an airlines, who states that 
home fires in the U.S. claim 
the lives of over 6,000 people 
per year. 
“Small fires in the home can 
be controlled,” says Bogane, 
“when the homemaker is pre­ 
pared.” 
To deal with small fires, he 
had devised an inexpensive, 
homemade fire prevention kit 
for housewives. 
Take an empty one-pound cof­ 
fee can, p i e r c e holes in the 
bottom and fill with baking 
soda, so it acts like a giant 


pepper shaker. Baking soda 
when 
sprinkled 
on flames 
forms a blanket of carbon diox­ 
ide, which smothers the fire. 
When table cloths, furniture 
or draperies are burning you 
can use a bottle of carbonated 
pop, remove the top and shake, 
then spray the fire area. A can 
of beer will do the same. 
For electrical fires, use a wet 
towel to unplug the cord and 
sprinkle the flaming appliance 
with baking soda. Do not use 
flour, starch or baking powder 
since these are explosive when 
in the form of a dust. 
If your oven flares up, throw 
a couple of handfuls of baking 
soda on the flames and close 
the oven door; For burning 
frying pans, use same size skil­ 
let over top which cuts off air, 
or drape sopping wet towel 
over the pan. 
In Bogane’s manual, some of 


the most frequent fire starters 
in the home are hot fats or oils; 
and cooked ham or turkey, 
pressurized cans (hairspray, 
etc.) near an open flame and 
overloading electrical systems. 
“Housewives can easily cope 
with small fires, provided they 
keep cool and don’t p a n i c .

Density 
Of Housing 
Due Study 


A report suggesting new 
methods of measuring hous­ 
ing density in Mill Valley 
will be considered by the 
/city’s planning commission 
when it meets Monday at 8 
p.m. at city hall. 
In preparation since Sep­ 
tember, the report proposes 
abandoning the old units- 
per-acre density concept in 
favor of a “unit point” sys­ 
tem. 
Under the new system, 10 
points per residential acre 
would be allowed on land 
with poor access, 30 points 
per acre for good access 
and 50 points per acre for 
excellent access. 
After determining the to­ 
tal number of unit points 
allowable on a certain par­ 
cel, the number and type of 
building units could be com­ 
puted. 
A studio apartment would 
be assigned two unit points, 
a one-bedroom house three 
points, and five points for 
two bedrooms, eight points 
for four bedrooms and 10 
points for five bedrooms. 
Rewards in the form of 
increased unit points could 
be given to developers will­ 
ing to dedicate open space 
to the city, the report sug­ 
gests.

In preparation since Sep­ 
tember, the report proposes 
abandoning the old units- 
per-acre density concept in 
favor of a “unit point” sys­ 
tem. 
Under the new system, 10 
points per residential acre 
would be allowed on land 
with poor access, 30 points 
per acre for good access 
and 50 points per acre for 
excellent access. 
After determining the to­ 
tal number of unit points 
allowable on a certain par­ 
cel, the number and type of 
building units could be com­ 
puted. 
A studio apartment would 
be assigned two unit points, 
a one-bedroom house three 
points, and five points for 
two bedrooms, eight points 
for four bedrooms and 10 
points for five bedrooms. 
Rewards in the form of 
increased unit points could 
be given to developers will­ 
ing to dedicate open space 
to the city, the report sug­ 
gests. 
The difference in the old 
and new systems is evident [ 
by comparing studio apart­ 
ments 
with 
five-bedroom 
houses. Under the current 
system of measurement, an 
equal number of studios or 
houses could be built on a 
site. Under the proposed 
system, five studios could 
be b u i 11 on an acre with 
poor access but only one 
five-bedroom house. 
The report suggested the 
planning commission hold 
hearings on the proposed 
changes and then make re­ 
commendations to the city 
council.

The father 
says, “You should be out 
meeting people who can do 
something for you . . . I 
d i d n ’ t say you didn’t do 
anything right, I just point­ 
ed out what you did wrong. ” 
To this the son answers sad­ 
ly, “I’m trying to please 
you and please myself . . . 
It’s nice in school, you can 
be a bum and n o b o d y 
cares.”

Span Board Looks

Plans to reverse one-way 
toll collection on the Golden 
Gate Bridge to northbound 
traffic with a new toll plaza 
were presented yesterday to 
bridge district directors. 


Persons, 
Brinckerhoff, 
Quade & D o u g l a s , San 
Francisco 
engineers who 
■■drafted preliminary plans 
for the project, estimated 
its cost at $3,257,000. 


'They said it c o u l d be 
completed in early 1973, if 
given a quick go-ahead to 
do final engineering. The 
preliminary plans cost $75,- 
000, and the f i n a l ones 
would cost an estimated 
$175,000. 
The most radical change 
would be a new four-lane 
roadway 
for 
southbound 
traffic bypassing the west 
side of the administration 
building. 
It 
would allow 
southbound traffic to flow 
off the bridge without re­ 
ducing speed. 
Northbound traffic would 
have twice the distance to 
merge after 12 toll gates, 
thus increasing safety, the 
engineers, said. 
The project, also would re­ 
place 30-year-old equipment 
in the toll gates and control 
offices of the district. Obso­

must be hand crafted by 
district workmen when it 
breaks down. 
The engineers said that 
the improvements would be 
compatible with both a se­ 
cond deck and with widen­ 
ing of the San.

The new roadway would 
be 2,650 feet long, and would 
loop in a. fairly flat curve 
from s o u t h of Fort Point 
and 
rejoin

roadway between Lincoln 
Boulevard and the Funston 
Avenue exit ramp. It would 
be designed to meet urban 
freeway design, criteria, for 
60 miles an hour speed.

“ We have a press over 90 per cent 
of whose members would stand up 
and fight for democracy. 


“Above all, we have a society 
that is not indulging in complacen­ 
cy but questions itself continually. 


“We realize we are not at the end 
of the road leading to full democra­ 
cy but only at the beginning. This 
gives rise to unrest and friction, 
brings additional work, and also 
opens up opportunity for many a 
radical revolutionary. 


“ It stirs to action those people 
who want to remedy tomorrow's 
problems with yesterday’s recipes; 
those who have not yet realized that 
we are nearer the year 2000 than 
the year of 1933; those who are too 
preoccupied with the errors of the 
past to see the opportunities of the 
future. 


“It stirs to action those who are 
confused by rapid changes taking 
place in our society, who are afraid 
of the future and who cannot grasp 
what the astronauts saw on their 
return from the moon — that the 
good earth has shrunk, that we all 
depend on each other, and that we 
all are faced with the choice of 
either developing or destroying this 
‘oasis in the wastes of space.’ 


“I don’t seek to minimize our 
problems, but I want you to know 
we can cope with them and our task 
will be all the easier the more we 
can count on your faith in our de­ 
mocracy. 


“ Freedom is not something you 
possess, 
not something you put 


away in your pocket: but it is some­ 
thing that has to be fought for anew 
every day.” 


WHO WAS THE SPEAKER of 
this seemingly classic yet contem­ 
porary Fourth of July rhetoric? 


He was a high government offi­ 
cial, all right, but not an official of 
the U.S. government. 


All these seemingly astute obser­ 
vations were voiced by Dr. Erhard 
Eppler, West German minister for 
economic cooperation.

As 18 and 20 years 
olds we thought things over and 
decided that whatever would hap­ 
pen in Germany in the future, there 
never could be a repetition of what 
we had experienced. 
“It was this determination that 
led us into politics, not some kind of 
ideology in which we saw the salva­ 
tion of the world.” 
If was with this introduction that 
he said, 
“To us, freedom is not something 
that you possess, not something you 
put away in the pocket; but some­ 
thing that has to be fought for anew 
every day.”

As a result of winning the six- 
day Arab-Israeli 1967 war, the 
citizens of Israel have won toe 
distinction of becoming the 
most heavily taxed people in 
the world. 
The Israeli finance ministry - 
has disclosed that in 1970, 
Israelis paid out the equivalent 
of 41.2 per cent of toe country's 
gross national product .in. taxes 
or compulsory loans or bonds, 
putting them ahead of Sweden 
which had been the world 
leader. 
The Swedes paid 39 per cent, 
the British 32.8 per cent and 
the United States 27 per cent. 
And as calendar 1971 opened, 
Finance Minister Pirihas Sapir 
gave Israelis the further bad 
news that military spending for 
the 1971-72 fiscal year running 
from. April 1 through March 31 
would come to $1.5 billion or 40 
per cent of the national budget. 
It is four times what the 
Israelis were paying before the 
1967 war. 
BEFORE THE WAR, Is­ 
rael went through a period, 
of severe recession. 
The recession ended with toe 
war, and was replaced by an 
economic boom brought on by 
defense spending and accompa­ 
nied by higher living standards 
and increased civilian consump­ 
tion. 
With both the government 
and the citizenry living beyond 
their means, the man on the 
street must pay nearly $600 for 
a. black and white television set 
and $5,000 for a Volkswagen.

picture threatening to' 'become 
chaotic, the months of cease 
fire also permitted labor unrest 
to break into the open. 
Strikes interrupted, such es­ 
sential services as electricity 
and telephones.

A RECENT CREDIT of $500 
million authorized by the United 
States Congress is making it 
possible to continue the War 
effort. 
But even at comparatively 
low interest rates it is money 
that must be repaid and doesn’t 
last long when it includes such 
items as Phantom bombers, 175» 
mm. long-range artillery, tanks 
and air-to-ground missiles for 
use against Russian-made SAM 
missiles, 
. The Phantoms, for example, 
sell for $5 million per copy. 
Finance Minister Sapir has 
declared that if Israel’s milita­ 
ry needs are met, she will have 
to spend $1 billion on defense 
imports this year, $200 million 
more than in 1970, 
AS TO WHERE the mo­ 
ney will come from: 
A sharp increase in taxes last 
August is expected to bring in 
an additional $500 million. 
Jews abroad are being asked 
to contribute $1 billion, partly 
in development bonds but 
mostly in contributions. 
The government is pushing a 
campaign to attract foreign 
investment, of which, it is hoped 
some $66 million will come 
from the United States.

You cannot file a joint 
return with your spouse if 
your spouse is claimed as a 
dependent on any other tax­ 
payer’s return. 
You are entitled to the

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Giants Look Ahead 


To Better Season 


It was precisely a year ago when Clyde King 
flew into Candlestick Park from his home in the 
Carolinas. King was still m anager of the Giants 
and he was beaming with optimism. He held a 
press conference during which he outlined his 
plans for the 1970 baseball campaign, plans that 
were to be abruptly term inated with his dismis­ 
sal in mid-May. 
During the initial six weeks of the 1970 season, 
the Giants fell so far off the pace that catching 
up with the rampaging Cincinnati Reds was an 
impossible task. Nevertheless, under Charlie 
Fox, King’s * successor, the Giants once again 
became a winning ball club. Indeed, during the 
final months of the 1970 season they played the 
best ball and p o s t e d the best record in the 
National League. 
Winning ball games primarily is a pitching 
job. It is impossible to win consistently without a 
solid pitching staff. The Giants won in the second 
half of the 1970 season because of the superb 
pitching of Gaylord Perry and Juan Marichal. It 
was as simple as that. 
Neither Perry nor Marichal pitched like win­ 
ners during the miserable weeks leading up to 
King’s dismissal. In fact, Marichal couldn’t pitch 
at all. He spent a prolonged period in the hospital 
due to a severe reaction from antibiotic treat­ 
ment for a virus he picked up in Japan where 
Perry also temporarily lost his pinpoint control. 
The Japanese spring junket of the Giants was a 
costly one for them. 
Naturally, King couldn’t foresee what would 
happen in Japan. Neither could Horace Stoneham 
nor any other executive of the ball club. Both 
King and Stoneham would have cancelled the trip 
if they had any inkling of how it would adversely 
affect the ball club. 
At the time King visited Candlestick last Janu­ 
ary for his press conference, he looked upon the 
trip to Japan as a highlight of spring training. 
Marichal, a sight-seeing enthusiast, similarly 
looked forward to the trip as a nice departure 
from the Arizona training routine. 
King took it for granted that Marichal again 
would be a 20-game winner. And he felt that 
Perry, who had just missed becoming a 20-game 
winner for the second time in 1969, would break 
the barrier again as Perry ultimately did. 
So King devoted a considerable portion of his 
press conference to a discussion of the 1969 
season and he attributed loss of the pennant that 
year to Jim Ray H art’s injuries. 
“If Hart had been able to play last year as he 
did in the previous two years we would have 
won,” said King. “ But recurring shoulder inju­ 
ries kept H art on the bench. He played in only 95 
games and with a restricted swing hit only three 
homers when his previous season average was 
25.” 
Now, the other day Charlie Fox paid a quick 
visit to Candlestick and was delighted to hear 
that an operation hopefully has corrected H art’s 
shoulder problems. But Fox then asked: “How dc 
I get in touch with M arichal?” 
In a m i n u t e , Fox was on the phone with 
Marichal and broke into a big smile when the 
Dominican righthander, a peninsula car sales­ 
man during the off season, told the m anager he 
was in great shape, ready to go right now if 
necessary. 
“ First things, first,” said Fox. “ Baseball 
starts with pitching. At least, winning baseball 
does.”

Giants Look Ahead 


To Better Season 


It was precisely a year ago when Clyde King 
flew into Candlestick Park from his home in the 
Carolinas. King was still manager of the Giants 
and he was beaming with optimism. He held a 
press conference during which he outlined his 
plans for the 1970 baseball campaign, plans that 
were to be abruptly term inated with his dismis­ 
sal in mid-May. 
During the initial six weeks of the 1970 season, 
the Giants fell so far off the pace that catching 
up with the ram paging Cincinnati Reds was an 
impossible task. Nevertheless, under Charlie 
Fox, King’s ’ successor, the Giants once again 
became a winning bail club. Indeed, during the 
final months of the 1970 season they played the 
best ball and p o s t e d the best record in the 
National League. 
Winning ball games primarily is a pitching 
job. It is impossible to win consistently without a 
solid pitching staff. The Giants won in the second 
half of the 1970 season because of the superb 
pitching of Gaylord Perry and Juan Marichal. It 
was as simple as that. 
Neither Perry nor Marichal pitched like win­ 
ners during the miserable weeks leading up to 
King’s dismissal. In fact, M arichal couldn’t pitch 
at all. He spent a prolonged period in the hospital 
due to a severe reaction from antibiotic treat­ 
ment for a virus he picked up in Japan where 
Perry also temporarily lost his pinpoint control. 
The Japanese spring junket of the Giants was a 
costly one for them . 
Naturally, King couldn’t foresee what would 
happen in Japan. Neither could Horace Stoneham 
nor any other executive of the ball club. Roth 
King and Stoneham would have cancelled the trip 
if they had any inkling of how it would adversely 
affect the ball club. 
At the time King visited Candlestick last Janu­ 
ary for his press conference, he looked upon the 
trip to Japan as a highlight of spring training. 
M arichal, a sight-seeing enthusiast, similarly 
looked forward to the trip as a nice departure 
from the Arizona training routine. 
King took it for granted that Marichal again 
would be a 20-game winner. And he felt that 
Perry, who had just missed becoming a 20-game 
winner for the second time in 1969, would break 
the barrier again as Perry ultimately did. 
So King devoted a considerable portion of his 
press conference to a discussion of the 1969 
season and he attributed loss of the pennant that 
year to Jim Ray Hart’s injuries. 
‘Tf Hart had been able to play last year as he 
did in the previous two years we would have 
won,” said King. “But recurring shoulder inju­ 
ries kept Hart on the bench. He played in only 95 
gam es and with a restricted swing hit only three 
homers when his previous season average was 
25.” 
Now, the other day Charlie Fox paid a quick 
visit to Candlestick and was delighted to hear 
that an operation hopefully has corrected H art’s 
shoulder problems. But Fox then asked: “ How dc 
I get in touch with M arichal?” 
In a m i n u t e , Fox was on the phone with 
Marichal and broke into a big smile when the 
Dominican righthander, a peninsula car sales­ 
man during the off season, told the manager he 
was in great shape, ready to go right now if 
necessary. 
“First things, first,” 
said Fox. “Baseball 
starts with pitching. At least, winning baseball 
does.”

Mighty Mariners Launch

Bob E. Smith, Sacramento, 
Calif., who won the relatively 
small sum of $30,000 in 1970, 
had a two-stroke lead over the 
field going into today’s second 
round. His 135 total on rounds 
of 66-69 at Rancho 
Park 
Municipal Coui 
was seven 
under par. Par is 34-35—71. 
Defending 
champion 
Billy 
Casper made the cut with a one 
over 72 for 138. His score was 
duplicated by Tom Shaw, the 
Milwaukie, Ore., Pro, who was 
tied for the first day lead with 
Casper and Smith at 66. 
Arnold 
Palmer, 
three-time 
winner 
of 
this 
tournament, 
made the grade with a pair of 
71s for 142, even par. 
Also with a pair of 71s was 
Ron Cerrudo of Napa, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Cerrudo of 
San Rafael. 
Lee Trevino, No. 1 money 
winner in 1970 with $157,000, 
stayed in there with 71-69—140. 
Five pros were grouped at 
137, two back of leader Smith. 
They were: 
Phil Rodgers, the 1962 Los 
Angeles Open champ, and Art 
Wall, the 47-year-old Pennsyl­ 
vanian, both with 70-67; Ray 
Floyd and Bob Lunn, both with 
68-69, and Don January, the 
grizzled Texan, with 69-68. 
Richard Crawford, an Arkan­ 
sas traveler, had the lowest 
second round score—a 66. With 
his first round 72, he landed in 
the 138 bracket with Casper and 
Shaw, the U.S. Open king Tony 
Jacklin; Bobby Greenwood, 32- 
year-old pro from Cookeville, 
Tenn.; and Bill Garrett, a tour 
regular from Amarillo, Tex.

Seminary Dean Calls For 
Bigger Field Education 


Rethinking of the aims of 
seminaries through increasing 
the role of field education in 
curriculum was called for this 
week by Dr. Elmer L. Gray, 
dean of Golden Gate Baptist 
Theological Seminary at Straw­ 
berry. 
Gray, in his inaugural ad­ 
dress Wednesday, said current 
criticisms that ministers are 
being 
inadequately 
trained 
“ implies that the nature of 
theological education is not suf­ 
ficiently professional.” 
Gray* who nssumed duties as 
academic dean in August, 1970 
spoke during inaugural ceremo­ 
nies in his honor in John A. 
Broadus Hall Chapel. 
Attending the ceremonies, re­ 
ception, and a luncheon honor- 
in g 
th e 
d e a n 
w e r e 
representatives from colleges, 
universities, 
seminaries 
throughout the United States, 
and various representatives of 
Southern Baptist denomination­ 
al agencies. Golden Gate Semi­ 
nary is owned and operated by 
the Southern Baptist Conven­ 
tion. 
Gray answered the charge 
concerning seminary training 
inadequacies by saying that 
“ the seminary” needs to reex­ 
amine what it is d o i n g . He' 
proposed a wide expansion of a 
field education program begun 
at GQlden Gate Seminary in the 
September term to better orient 
students to the seminary, com­ 
munity, and to help in defining 
the student’s role. 
Gray further advocated the 
inclusion of field education in 
the seminary curriculum on a 
par with scholastic and studies 
for which credit is given. The 
seminary should stress compet­ 
ence in the ministry, rather 
than overemphasize scholastic 
excellence, he explained. 
He 
added that excellence 
should certainly not go unre­ 
cognized, but said an increased 
stress on competence is needed 
to qualify s t u d e n t s for the 
Christian ministry. 
The seminary that sets ex­ 
cellence as an “ ideal of attain- 
m e n t , " commits itself to 
succeeding with 10 per cent or 
less of its student body, Gray 
said. 
The demands of the practical 
and the ideal make it difficult 
to define the seminary’s ap­ 
proach to education, Gray con­ 
tinued. On one hand education 
is expected to prepare persons 
for participation in the groups 
with which they are related. On 
the other, education hopes to 
“ develop persons toward the 
fulfillment of their life capaci­ 
ties. 
“ It is something of the case 
of which do you want? — Good 
grammar or good taste?” Gray 
suggested that the best educa­ 
tion for the minister would be 
both professional and academic 


and recommended that the aca­ 
demic approach be continued 
in the seminary, with an up­ 
grading of the professional ap­ 
proach. 
“ It is no wonder that minis­ 
ters are confused today,” Gray 
continued. The minister of to­ 
day “ is under pressure to res­ 
pond to the world at large, the 
community with its varied in­ 
terests, persons in need and 
facing crisis, the denomina­ 
tion, his peers, his congrega­ 
tion and even his family.” 
The minister often faces his 
complex 
circumstances 
and 
problems alone and unsupport­ 
ed, Gray said. 
“ He may feel that his semi­ 
nary training didn’t adequately 
prepare him for the response(s) 
he must try to make.” Small 
incomes, obligations to church 
policies he may feel aren’t 
right or worthwhile — all of 
these contribute to a confused 
state among many ministers to 
day concerning their role, he 
said. 
It is the seminary’s responsi­ 
bility to clarify its understand­ 
ing of the minister’s role and 
the work of the ministry, and 
the curriculum should reflect 
these concepts, Gray admon­ 
ished. 
He then outlined some per­ 
sonal qualities that he said 
must be developed by the mod- 
-era minister, adding that in no 
way “ do they rule out the work­ 
ing of God. By becoming com­ 
petent the minister will not rely 
less on God but rather be avail­ 
able to him for greater ser­ 
vice.” 


Gray said the minister of to­ 
day is a “ generalist in the day 
of specialization.” He must be 
able to identify with his own 
situation and be able to appre­ 
ciate his physical and social 
environment and feel comforta­ 
ble in it. A minister particular­ 
ly needs to be a “ thinking 
person,” Gray said. 
Gray said the competence he 
was referring to could best be 
developed through an expanded 
emphasis on field education 
outreach from the seminary. 
“ Seminary education needs 
to include experience in life 
situations related to the minis­ 
try. Our seminary has been 
a w a r e of that need and has 
sought to meet it by requiring 
its students to engage in church

activity during their time of 
education here.” 
Students at Golden Gate Sem­ 
inary normally work as pas­ 
tors, music directors, associate 
pastors, evangelists and in oth­ 
er capacities, but the seminary 
has not had a program that 
offered close supervision of a 
student’s work in the field, nor 
has credit been o f f e r e d for 
work that would fall under an 
expanded field education pro­ 
gram. 
An expanded program would 
place a student in the ministry 
under the supervision of a sem­ 
inary related director, Gray 
said. He said that a worthwhile 
program would demand heavy 
faculty involvement and “ mer­ 
its substantial credit in a de­ 
gree program.” 
Attending the ceremonies and 
other events honoring Gray in­ 
cluded Dr. Kay J. Andersen, of 
Oakland, executive secretary of 
the

Association of 
Schools and Colleges. Andersen 
was the luncheon speaker and 
represented the Church College 
of Hawaii, a Church of Jesus 
C h r i s t of Latter Day Saints 
(Mormon) school in Laie, Oahu, 
Hawaii.

Gray 
received the Master of Theolo­ 
gy from Southwestern Baptist 
Theological 
Seminary, 
Fort 
Worth, Tex. in 1943 and was 
awarded the Doctor of Theology 
degree from Southwestern in 
1951.

Unity Octave Delegates Hold

Rethinking of the aims of 
seminaries through increasing 
the role of field 'education in 
curriculum was called, for this 
'week -by Dr. Elmer L. Gray, 
"dean of Golden Gate Baptist 
- Theological Seminary at Straw­ 
berry. 
Gray, in Ms Inaugural ad­ 
dress Wednesday, said current 
criticisms that ministers are 
being 
inadequately 
'trained 
“implies that 'the nature of 
theological education is not suf­ 
ficiently professional' 
Gray,, who assumed duties as 
academic dean in, August, 1970 
spoke during inaugural ceremo- 
* nies in his honor in John A. 
Broadus Hall Chapel 
Attending the ceremonies, re­ 
ception, and a luncheon honor- 
i n g 
th e 
d e a n 
w e r e 
representatives from, colleges, 
universities,, 
seminaries 
throughout, the United States, 
* and various representatives of 
Southern Baptist, denomination­ 
al agencies. 'Golden. Gate Semi­ 
nary is owned, and. operated by 
the Southern. Baptist Conven­ 
tion. 
Gray answered the charge 
concerning seminary training 
inadequacies by saying that 
“the seminary” needs to reex­ 
amine what it is d o i n g . He' 
proposed, a, wide expansion of a 
field education program 'begun, 
at Gqlden Gate Seminary in the 
September term to 'better orient, 
students to the seminary, com­ 
munity, and, to help in defining 
the student’s role. 
Gray further advocated the 
inclusion of field education in 
the seminary curriculum on a 
par with scholastic and studies 
for which credit, is given. The 
seminary should stress compet­ 
ence in. the ministry, rather 
than overemphasise scholastic 
'excellence, he explained. 
He added that excellence 
should certainly not go unre­ 
cognized, but said an increased 
stress on competence' is needed, 
to qualify s t u d e n t s for the 
Christian ministry. 
The seminary 'that sets ex­ 
cellence as an “ideal of attain- 
m e n t , ’ * commits itself to 
succeeding with 10 per cent or 
less of its student body, Gray 
said... 
The demands of 'the practical 
and the ideal make it difficult, 
to define 'the seminary’s ap­ 
proach to education. Gray con­ 
tinued. On, one' hand 'education 
is expected, to' prepare 'persons 
for participation in. the groups 
with which they are related,. On 
the other, education, hopes to 
'“develop 'persons toward the 
fulfitiment of their life capaci­ 
ties. 
“It, is something of the case1 
of which, do you want? — Good 
grammar or good, taste?1”' Gray 
suggested that 'the 'best educa­ 
tion for the minister would be 
both, professional and. academic 


and recommended that the aca­ 
demic approach be continued 
in the seminary, with an. up­ 
grading of 'the professional ap­ 
proach. 
“It is no wonder that minis­ 
ters an confused, today,”' Gray 
continued. 'The' minister of to­ 
day “is under pressure to res­ 
pond to' the world at large, 'the 
community with its. varied, in­ 
terests, persons in, need and 
facing crisis, the denomina­ 
tion, Ms peers, his congrega* 
tion. and. even Ms family.” 
The minister often faces Ms 
complex circumstances 
and 
problems alone and unsupport­ 
ed,. Gray said. 
"‘He may feel that his semi­ 
nary training: didn’t adequately 
prepare him for the1 responseCs) 
he must try to' make.” Small 
incomes, obligations to church, 
.policies he may feel, aren’t 
right or worthwhile — all of 
these contribute to' a, confused 
state among many ministers 'to4 
day concerning their role, he ■ 
said. 
It is the seminary’s responsi- 
to clarify its. understand­ 
ing of the minister’s role and. 
the work of the ministry,,, and 
the curriculum, should reflect 
these concepts,, Gray admon­ 
ished. 
He then outlined some per­ 
sonal qualities that he said 
must te developed by the mod* 
era mi.ni.ster, adding that in no 
way “do they rule out the work­ 
ing of God. By 'becoming com­ 
petent the minister will not rely 
less on God but rather be avail­ 
able to him for greater Ser­ 
vice.” 
Gray said the minister of to­ 
day is a “generalist in. the day 
of specialization.” He must be 
able to identify with his own 
situation and be able to appre­ 
ciate his physical and social 
environment and, feel comforta­ 
ble in it. A minister particular­ 
ly needs to be a, ‘"thinking 
person," Gray said. 
Gray said the: competence he 
was referring to' could 'best 'be 
developed through an expanded 
emphasis on field education 
outreach from the seminary. 
“Seminary education, needs 
to include experience In life 
situations related to' the minis­ 
try, Our seminary has been 
a w a r e of that need and, has 
sought to meet It by requiring 
its students to engage in church

Students at Golden Gate Sem­ 
inary normally work as pas­ 
tors, music directors, associate 
pastors, evangelists and in oth­ 
er capacities, but the seminary 
has not had a program that 
offered close supervision of a 
student’s work in the field, nor 
has credit been o f f e r e d for 
work that would fall under an 
expanded field education pro­ 
gram.

Be Done 
In Fiji

We were lounging on the 
white sand beach at one of 
the South Pacific’s most 
elegant resort hotels, The 
Fijian, located on its own 
small i s l a n d along the 
famed Coral Coast of Fiji’s 
main island of Viti Levu. * 
My companion was travel 
editor of a major Eastern 
daily in the United States. 
He’d traveled extensively in 
Europe, the Caribbean and 
even the Orient, but this 
was his f i r s t trip to the 
South Pacific and Fiji. 
We were brought to these 
tropical shores courtesy of 
Pan American, which had 
invited us to be their guests 
on the inaugural flight of 
their 747 service from Los 
Angeles to Sydney via Ha­ 
waii and Fiji. 
This was three months 
ago and Pan Am is still the 
only carrier flying the jum­ 
bo jets into the South Pacif­ 
ic, 
BUT GETTING back to 
that day on the beach at 
The Fijian. My companion 
turned to me and sleepily 
commented: “ This is great, 
but what’s there to do in 
Fiji?” 
I thought for a moment 
and then answered: “No­ 
thing . . . and t h a t ’ s the 
beauty of it.” 
One of Fiji’s appeals is 
that there’s absolutely no­ 
thing you have to do. There 
are no cathedrals to visit, 
no major art galleries or 
museums 
(although Suva 
has both) to explore, no ma­ 
jor sightseeing attractions. 
YOU DON’T have to wor­ 
ry about coming back home 
to comments such as: You 
mean you were in Fiji and 
didn’t see such-and-such! 
But this doesn’t mean 
there aren’t things to see 
and do. If you i n s i s t on 
being the active type, you 
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can keep g o i n g day and 
night. But what a waste of 
tropical sun and sand and 
water! 
At The Fijian, for exam­ 
ple, we c o u l d have been 
game-fishing 
in 
fully 
equipped craft furnished by 
the resort for anywhere 
from two to 12 hours. For 
the really avid angler, there 
are extended fishing trips of 
two to seven days to remote 
outer islands. 
OR WE COULD be sailing 
in the l a g o o n or water 
skiing 
or 
snorkeling 
or 
horseback riding. 
The same is true at other 
r e s o r t hotels along this 
stretch of beach known as 
the Coral Coast. 
In Suva, you can walk for 
h o u r s 
and 
even 
days 
through 
countless 
shops 
selling a vast array of duty 
free goods; it’s easy and 
fascinating to spend at least 
a half-day at the. outdoor 
native 
marketplace 
bar­ 
gaining for some souvenir 
item y o u ’ d like to take 
home to grandma (a shell 
broach), grandpa (cat’s eye 
cuff links), Aunt Martha (a 
set of carved salad bowls), 
Uncle Herman (a carved 
w o o d e n mask), sister (a 
shell bracelet) and junior (a 
bongo drum). 
DUTY-FREE SHOPS are 
everywhere, and bargaining 
is the accepted way of life. 
You’ll find excellent buys on 
cameras, watches, binocu­ 
lars, 
telescopes, typewri­ 
ters, 
projectors, 
radios, 
electric razors, furs and 
perfumes. 
You can visit Suva’s ex­ 
cellent museum, which is 
small but surprisingly in­ 
teresting. 
I entered with the inten­ 


tion of whipping through 
just to see what they had, 
and ended up spending the 
better part of an hour there 
. . . and that wasn’t nearly 
long enough. There are ex­ 
hibits from all Pacific Is­ 
land countries. Two of the 
most interesting are primi­ 
tive masks from the Solo­ 
mons and New Hebrides. 
There are decorated human 
skulls, huge carvings up to 
t«b r e e feet tall, life size 
busts. 
Another 
showcase 
con­ 
tains vicious weapons form­ 
erly used by the Fijians and 
the New Guineans — a var­ 
iety of mean looking axes 
anyone of which could easi­ 
ly s l i c e a man in half, 
spears four feet long, heavy 
war c l u b s and even mu­ 
skets. 
OTHER ITEMS include 
beautiful beads and orna­ 
ments from the Gilbert and 


Ellice islands, canoes, a 
three-foot-wide Kava bowl 
made of a s o l i d block of 
wood from vesi or ironwood 
tree, basketware and even 
clothing (what little there 
was) that includes grass 
mini-skirts that the mai­ 
dens of old wore topless 
with shell necklaces and 
bracelets 
as 
accessories 
(who says the mini look and 
the topless style are mod­ 
em?). 
You can climb the hills 
behind Suva and visit an 
Indian mosque, drive to the 
Fiji 
Handicraft 
Center 
(where you can watch Fiji­ 
an carvers, basket-weavers, 
jewelry-makers, etc., and 
purchase the items) or call 
on well known Fiji artist 
Semisi Maya, crippled from 
leprosy since his early man­ 
hood in 1938.

than I have here. But brief­ 
ly, he took up finger paint­ 
ing as therapy for his badly 
crippled hands and arms, 
discovered he had natural 
artistic talent and now is 
one of Fiji’s most successful 
artists.

ble $8, or $12 for the larger 
size. 
His studio at St. Eliza­ 
beth’s home on the outskirts 
of Suva is open daily from 
10 a.m. to noon and 2 to 5 
p.m.

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Be Prepared For Travel To Tropics 


Winter time has become vacation 
thfte for many. 
Increasingly, American families 
seek the sun in their winter vaca­ 
tions and plan holiday trips to such 
warm weather places as Mexico, 
Hawaii, the Caribbean, Central and 
South America, Australia, New Zea­ 
land, even Africa and Asia. 
If you’re planning to follow the sun 
abroad this winter, make sure that 
your v a c a t i o n is a happy and a 
healthy one. Far too many travelers 
fail to take commonsense health pre­ 
cautions before leaving home and, 
as a result, wind up with a medical 
emergency, or, at the least, suffei 
discomfort and inconvenience. 
WHAT 
HEALTH 
precautions 
should you take before you set off foi 
the tropics? 
Experts in international health 
surveyed by the Bayer Co. recom- 
m e n d that the time to see your 
family physician is as soon as you 
see your travel agent. Consult youi 
doctor at least four weeks in adv­ 
ance, preferably more, to allow time 
for immunizations to become effec­ 
tive. 
Your visit should include a tho­ 
rough physical checkup. 
The only immunization usually re­ 
quired to re-enter the United States 
is a smallpox vaccination. However, 


for tropical areas, Hawaii excepted, 
international regulations may call 
for immunizations against yellow 
fever, cholera, tetanus, diphtheria, 
polio and typhoid-parathypoid. 
FOR CHILDREN recommended 
precautions 
add 
vaccinations 
against measles and wh o o p i n g ! 
cough. 
Other protective injections may be 
required depending on the specific 
areas you plan to visit. Your doctor, 
public health service or travel agent 
will be able to advise you. 
Travel to the tropics may pose 
some special health considerations. 
Tropical diseases that have been 
eradicated from western countries 
may still be common in undevel­ 
oped areas, particularly if you trav-. 
el off the beaten path, away from 
cosmopolitan cities and into rural 
areas. 
BEFORE H E A D I N G south or 
west, the Bayer Co. suggests that 
you put together a practical medical 
kit so that you can easily dispatch 
those minor medical problems that 
you encounter abroad as well as at 
home. 
Your medical kit should include 
insect repellent, eye drops, suntan 
and skin creams, aspirin, antibiotic 
ointment, antacids, a fever thermo­ 
meter, antihistamines, a first aid 


kit, a kaolin-pectin mixture for diar­ 
rhea, milk of magnesia, liquid surg­ 
ical sopa, anti-fungus powder and 
ointment and water purification ta­ 
blets. 
Your basic medical kit will save 
many a groan in the early morning 
hours when you suffer a headache or 
stomach upset. 
IN F A C T , YOU may find that 
these items are not always available 
if you try to buy them on the spot. 
Even when they can be found, the 
quality may be doubtful. 
Be sure to bring along extra sup­ 
plies of any medicine prescribed by 
your physician. Tuck spare eyeg­ 
lasses into your suitcase. Sunglasses 
are a must. 
Supplementary salt tablets can be 
helpful in preventing heat disorders. 
To further assure an all-round sun­ 
ny holiday, experts advise: 
Pack light, loose fitting clothes. 
It’s especially important in the trop­ 
ics to wear comfortable clothes that 
will give you maximum ventilation. 
Wear shoes at all times because of 
the danger of picking dp hookworm. 
BE CAREFUL OF tropic sun. 
Bring along a sun hat or other pro­ 
tective head gear, and use common­ 
sense in acquiring a tan. 
Be sure to put on that hat and 
sunglasses, and apply protective 


creams. 
Be careful of the water. lim it 
your swimming to the ocean or to 
swimming pools. Avoid fresh water, 
such as lakes and streams, because 
of the possible dtihger of contracting 
schistosomiasis. 
Be wary of what you eat — again 
Hawaii and Australia excepted. 
Avoid salads, sauces and milk prod­ 
ucts. Eat raw fruits and vegetables 
only if they can be washed in bottled 
or boiled water and then peeletL 
Don’t drink fresh milk, boil it first* 
Stay away from cold s a l a d s and 
*bread rolls offered locally. 
Don’t indulge in the cold platter 
presented in the hotel lobby in a 
tropical area. 
EXERCISE CAUTION in what you 
drink. Don’t drink water right from 
the tap. Use bottled water both for 
drinking and brushing your teeth. 
Employ moderation in what you 
do. Jetting through time zones can 
distrub your internal 
biological 
clock. The result may be headache, 
fatigue, irritability and loss of appe­ 
tite — sometimes lasting for days. 
Take a bath, an aspirin or two, and 
a nap when you arrive at your desti- 
n a t i o n , and you’ll avoid a lot of 
discomfort. 
In general, take it easy on sight­ 
seeing, eating, drinking and sports.

We were lounging on the 
white sand beach at one of 
the South Pacific’s most 
elegant resort hotels, The 
Fijian, located on its own 
small i s l a n d along the 
famed Coral Coast of Fiji’s 
main island of Viti Levu. * 
My companion was travel 
editor of a major Eastern 
daily in the United States. 
He’d traveled extensively in 
Europe, the Caribbean and 
even the Orient, but this 
was his f i r s t trip to the 
South Pacific and Fiji. 
We were brought to these 
tropical shores courtesy of 
Pan American, which had 
invited us to be their guests 
on the inaugural flight of 
their 747 service from Los 
Angeles to Sydney via Ha­ 
waii and Fiji. 
This was three months 
ago and Pan Am is still the 
only carrier flying the jum­ 
bo jets into the South Pacif­ 
ic. 
BUT GETTING back to 
that day on the beach at 
The Fijian. My companion 
turned to me and sleepily 
commented: “This is great, 
but what’s there to do in 
Fiji?’’ 
I thought for a moment 
and then answered: 
“No­ 
thing . . . and t h a t ’ s the 
beauty of it.’’ 
One of Fiji’s appeals is 
that there’s absolutely no­ 
thing you have to do. There 
are no cathedrals to visit, 
no major art galleries or 
museums 
(although 
Suva 
has both) to explore, no ma­ 
jor sightseeing attractions. 
YOU DON’T have to wor­ 
ry about coming back home 
to comments such as: You 
mean you were in Fiji and 
didn’t see such-and-such! 
But this doesn’t 
mean 
there aren’t things to see 
and do. If you i n s i s t on 
being the active type, you 
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can keep g o i n g day and 
night. But what a waste of 
tropical sun and sand and 
water! 
At The Fijian, for exam­ 
ple, we c o u 1 d have been 
game-fishing 
in 
fully 
equipped craft furnished by 
the 
resort for 
anywhere 
from two to 12 hours. For 
the really avid angler, there 
are extended fishing trips of 
two to seven days to remote 
outer islands. 
OR WE COULD be sailing 
in the l a g o o n or water 
skiing 
or 
snorkeling 
or 
horseback riding. 
The same is true at other 
r e s o r t hotels along this 
stretch of beach known as 
the Coral Coast. 
In Suva, you can walk for 
h o u r s 
and 
even 
days 
through 
countless 
shops 
selling a vast array of duty 
free goods; it’s easy and 
fascinating to spend at least 
a half-day at the outdoor 
« 
native 
marketplace 
bar­ 
gaining for some souvenir 
item y o u ’ d like to take 
home to grandma (a shell 
broach), grandpa (cat’s eye 
cuff links), Aunt Martha (a 
set of carved salad bowls), 
Uncle Herman (a carved 
w o o d e n mask), sister (a 
shell bracelet) and junior (a 
bongo drum). 
DUTY-FREE SHOPS are 
everywhere, and bargaining 
is the accepted way of life. 
You’ll find excellent buys on 
cameras, watches, binocu­ 
lars, 
telescopes, 
typewri­ 
ters, 
projectors, 
radios, 
electric razors, furs and 
perfumes. 
You can visit Suva’s ex­ 
cellent museum, which is 
small but surprisingly in­ 
teresting. 
I entered with the inten­ 


tion of whipping through 
just to see what they had, 
and ended up spending the 
better part of an hour there 
. .. and that wasn’t nearly 
long enough. There are ex­ 
hibits from all Pacific Is­ 
land countries. Two of the 
most interesting are primi­ 
tive masks from the Solo­ 
mons and New Hebrides. 
There are decorated human 
skulls, huge carvings up to 
b h r e e feet tall, life size 
busts. 
Another 
showcase 
con­ 
tains vicious weapons form­ 
erly used by the Fijians and

To read “American Jour­ 
ney: The Times of Robert 
Kennedy” is to experience a 
series of revelations. 
There is a revelation in 
What it tells us about Robert 
ÍF. Kennedy, perhaps the 
most puzzling and almost 
misunderstood 
political 
¡phenomenon of middle-20th 
Century America. 
It is revealing in its dis­ 
section of the society that 
made possible — or made 
necessary — a Bobby Ken­ 
nedy, either idolizing, ad­ 
miring, fearing or despising 
him, but rarely simply to­ 
lerating this unique product 
of its crucible. 
“He was a man of whom 
it was almost impossible to 
say t h a t you were not a 
lesser man/' notes Adam 
Walinsky, 
the 
brilliant 
young campaign associate. 
That is a relationship de­ 
signed to produce either bit­ 
ter resentment and hatred, 
or intense devotion. 
And it is revealing, too, 
about ourselves — what we 
were and what we might 
have been in the days when 
Robert Kennedy walked this 
earth, unruly locks and ail. 
And what we are today, two 
and a half years after the 
tragedy that should have 
made better, more charita­ 
ble people of us all. 
The book is composed of 
excerpts from interviews 
conducted by Jean Stein, a 
v e t e r a n of such assign­ 
ments. She has pursued her 
mission with skill and sen­ 
sitivity. Her subjects are 
for the most part those who 
rode the funeral train from 
New York to Washington 
D.C., both the humble and 
the famous. But she has 
questioned, too, those who 
could only stand and watch 
the t r a i n roll past them, 
hands over h e a r t s and 
sometimes tears in eyes. 
AU this splendidly candid 
and often moving material 
collected by her collabora­ 
tor, editor George Plimpton 
has kneaded into a narra­ 
tive that is as upsetting as 
it is informative. 
He has made his choices 
with admirable selectivity 
from the millions of words 
recorded by Miss Stein, and 
he has hit upon a formula 
that is strikingly effective. 
Each chapter begins with 
a preface of comments and 
observations pertaining to 
the funeral train and its sad

trip. Then Plimpton devotes 
the bulk of each such chap­ 
ter to recollections and oth­ 
er commentary illuminat­ 
ing a stretch of Robert F. 
Kennedy's own remarkable 
journey through life. 
And what of those revela- 
t i o n s we wrote of at the 
outset of this article? 
There are those whose re­ 
putations tend to flatten out 
after death with the passing 
of first months and then 
years. And there are those, 
a minority, who take on 
greater stature as time 
elapses and a broader per­ 
spective becomes possible. 
Thus, already, something of 
the mystique of John F. 
Kennedy has faded since 
that terrible day in Dallas. 
While the prestige of Robert 
L. Kennedy, once thought 
the lesser b r o t h e r , has 
grown since he kept his fin­ 
al date with destiny in a 
narrow corridor of Los An­ 
geles' Ambassador Hotel. 
Not all the assessments of 
Robert Kennedy's character 
or career r e c o r d e d in 
“American Journey” are 
favorable or even kind. But 
the evidence and the wit­ 
nesses are overwhelmingly 
on his side. And much of 
that testimony comes from 
those who had once been 
skeptical or wary. 
Thus Dr. Kenneth Clark, 
psychologist, educator and 
author of “Dark Ghetto,” 
admits: 
“I changed. I did not be­ 
come an avid Bobby Kenne­ 
dy devotee or fan, but I 
respected the complexity of 
the man. I don't believe that 
Bobby Kennedy was an an­ 
gel in any way. But I do 
think that our original judg­ 
ment might have been over- 
harsh and severe. Had he 
lived, he really would have 
demonstrated a rare combi­ 
nation of courage, clarity 
and concern about the same 
issues that concerned me.” 
Courage, clarity and con- 
c e r n in this age of com­ 
promise, 
confusion 
and 
cold-heartedness quite pro­ 
perly outweigh certain un- 
angelic traits that really 
only served to make Bobby 
Kennedy more human and 
often more appealing. 
Educator-author Richard 
Neustadt speaks of one of 
these when he says: “He 
was terribly impatient with 
institutions . .. I’m not sure 
Bob ever accepted that 
there 
were 
limitations; 
maybe he did in his last few 
years, but his notion was 
that every wrong . .. some­ 
how . . . if you can’t right it, 
you’ve got to bust in the 
attempt.” 
“It’s extraordinary,” ad­ 
mits Neustadt, and adds: 
“I've never met anybody 


like him.” Perhaps because 
there are so few — or no — 
others of his distinctive 
stripe. 
As Roger Wilkins, a form­ 
er Justice Department asso­ 
ciate, notes sadly: “We’ve 
lost that compassion, that 
understanding, that capaci­ 
ty to grow.” 
It is speechwriter Walin­ 
sky who makes a keen ob­ 
servation: “You know, he’s 
the only one of those people 
who were associated with 
John F. Kennedy who grew 
or who went on living after 
he (JFK) died. The rest of 
them just stopped. He was 
the only one that started a 
new process of growth.” . 
It took great growth, as 
his friend Sen. George Mc- 
G o v e r n points out, for a 
man in public life to dis­ 
card all the phoney or trivi­ 
al issues and to adopt as his 
bedrock platform something 
as basic as this objective: 
“To tame the savageness of 
man and make gentle the 
life of the world.” That cov­ 
ers it all — Robert Kenne­ 
dy’s 
great, 
sometimes 
overwhelming concern for 
peace, tolerance, conserva­ 
tion, justice, human digni­ 
ty, children, etc. 
As Rev. Andrew J. Young, 
the civil rights leader, ob­ 
served: “A country can’t af­ 
ford to lose, you know, three 
men like Robert Kennedy 
and John F. Kennedy and 
Martin King. It takes too 
long to build people like 
that.” 
The book drives home, 
too, a deeper realization of 
the complexity of the Amer­ 
ican 
national 
character. 
Aboard the funeral train 
was television’s Jack Paar 
who saw the people stand­ 
ing along the t r a c k s as 
“scavengers 
come 
to 
stare.” But with him rode 
reporter Sylvia Wright who 
could see that “people don’t 
mean to be r u d e . They 
mean to care.” 
And the food supervisor 
for the train who put it sim­ 
ply and more articulately 
than did the celebrities: “It 
wasn’t curiosity. It was 
paying respects to someone 
they dearly loved. I’ll tell 
you that the p e o p l e who 
weren’t on the train missed 
something I truthfully think 
will never be seen again.” 
And thus the same society 
that had spawned the viol­ 
ence that had claimed the 
life of Robert Kennedy and 
so many others could also 
produce this outpouring of 
genuine grief and this de­ 
monstration of real respect. 
Ivanhoe Donaldson, Insti­ 
tute of Policy Studies fel­ 
low, put his fingers on those 
disparate strains in the 
American personality: “I 
remember seeing cops hold­ 
ing young children in their 
arms so that they could see 
the train clearly — often 
t i m e s black kids. I just 
thought, people can be so 
damn human sometimes, 


and so destructive at other 
times. I couldn’t understand 
• • • 
“That was the train ride 
for me. It was like Martin 
Luther King. It was trying 
to bridge the gap between 
the 
dream 
and 
reality. 
There was the dream, all 
along the train tracks. But 
yet, in the last car, in that 
caboose, was the reality.” 
And what does “American 
Journey: The Times of Rob­ 
ert Kennedy” reveal to us 
about ourselves as we read 
its pages? 
For me there was the sur­ 
prising awamess of just 
how emotionally I could still 
feel the death of Robert F. 
Kennedy, 30 months after 
that loss. And reawakened 
pangs 
as I experienced 
anew the realization of just 
how yawning is the gap 
created by the insignificant 
Sirhan Sirhan as he took out 
his frustrations upon poten­ 
tially the most significant 
political figure of our times. 
The eyes moisten. And the 
heart aches. 
One 
cherishes 
Peter 
Maas’ l i t t l e story about 
Robert Kennedy’s Christ­ 
mas visit to an orphanage 
three weeks after President 
Kennedy’s 
assassination, 
where a little 6-year-old 
rushed up to him and blurt­ 
ed: “Your brother’s dead! 
Your brother’s dead!” Rob­ 
ert K e n n e d y broke the 
shocked silence that fol­ 
lowed by scooping up the 
child, holding him closely 
for a tender moment, and 
then telling him reassuring­ 
ly: “That’s all right. I have 
another brother.” 
Somehow that seems the 
measure of Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, a man of special sen- 
s i t i v i t y 
and 
great 
compassion. A man who 
might have done so much 
for mankind, had he but 
lived. And a man who may 
yet 
have 
accomplished 


much, even though he died. 
Certainly “American Jour­ 
ney: “The Times of Robert 
Kennedy” indicates that the 
people who were touched by 
Bobby Kennedy during his 
life still feel very much his 
influence after death. Per­ 
haps that influence — that 
heritage — will suffice to 
help produce a more just 
society and a more peaceful 
world. It would be comfort­ 
ing to think that R o b e r t 
Kennedy, after all, did not 
live or die in vain.

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Be Prepared For Travel To Tropics 


Winter time has become vacation 
tirite for many. 
Increasingly, American families 
seek the sun in their winter vaca­ 
tions and plan holiday trips to such 
warm weather places as Mexico, 
Hawaii, the Caribbean, Central and 
South America, Australia, New Zea­ 
land, even Africa and Asia. 
If you’re planning to follow the sun 
abroad this winter, make sure that 
your v a c a t i o n is a happy and a 
healthy one. Far too many travelers 
fail to take commonsense health pre­ 
cautions before leaving home and, 
as a result, wind up with a medical 
emergency, or, at the least, suffei 
discomfort and inconvenience. 
WHAT 
HEALTH 
precautions 
should you take before you set off foi 
the tropics? 
Experts in international health 
surveyed by the Bayer Co. recom- 
m e n d that the time to see your 
family physician is as soon as you 
see your travel agent. Consult youi 
doctor at least four weeks in adv­ 
ance, preferably more, to allow time 
for immunizations to become effec­ 
tive. 
Your visit should include a tho­ 
rough physical checkup. 
The only immunization usually re­ 
quired to re-enter the United States 
is a smallpox vaccination. However, 


for tropical areas, Hawaii excepted, 
international regulations may call 
for immunizations against yellow 
fever, cholera, tetanus, diphtheria, 
polio and typhoid-parathypoid. 
FOR CHILDREN recommended 
precautions 
add 
vaccinations 
against measles and w h o o p i n g ) 
cough. 
Other protective injections may be 
required depending on the specific 
areas you plan to visit. Your doctor, 
public health service or travel agent 
will be able to advise you. 
Travel to the tropics may pose 
some special health considerations. 
Tropical diseases that have been 
eradicated from western countries 
may still be common in undevel­ 
oped areas, particularly if you trav­ 
el off the beaten path, away from 
cosmopolitan cities and into rural 
areas. 
BEFORE H E A D I N G south or 
west, the Bayer Co. suggests that 
you put together a practical medical 
kit so that you can easily dispatch 
those minor medical problems that 
you. encounter abroad as well as at 
home. 
Your medical kit should include 
insect repellent, eye drops, suntan

To further assure an all-round sun­ 
ny holiday, experts advise: 
Pack light, loose fitting clothes. 
It’s especially important in the trop­ 
ics to wear comfortable clothes that 
will give you maximum ventilation. 
Wear shoes at all times because of 
the danger of picking dp hookworm. 
BE CAREFUL OF tropic sun. 
Bring along a sun hat or other pro­ 
tective head gear, and use common­ 
sense in acquiring a tan. 
Be sure to put on that hat and 
sunglasses, 
and apply protective 


creams. 
Be careftd of the water. lim it 
your swimming to the ocean or to 
swimming pools. Avoid fresh water, 
such as lakes and streams, because 
of the possible danger oi contracting 
schistosomiasis. 
Be wary of what you eat — again 
Hawaii 
and 
Australia 
excepted. 
Avoid salads, sauces and milk prod­ 
ucts. Eat raw fruits and vegetables 
only if they can be washed in bottled 
or boiled water and then peeled. 
Don’t drink fresh milk, boil it firsti 
Stay away from cold s a l a d s and 
'bread rolls offered locally. 
Don’t indulge in the cold platter 
presented in the hotel lobby in a 
tropical area. 
EXERCISE CAUTION in what you 
drink. Don’t drink water right from 
the tap. Use bottled water both for 
drinking and brushing your teeth. 
Employ moderation in what you 
do. Jetting through time zones can 
distrub 
your 
internal 
biological 
clock. The result may be headache, 
fatigue, irritability and loss of appe­ 
tite — sometimes lasting for days. 
Take a bath, an aspirin or two, and 
a nap when you arrive at your desti- 
n a t i o n , and you’ll avoid a lot of 
discomfort. 
In general, take it easy on sight­ 
seeing, eating, drinking and sports.

This 
may not be q u i t e all the 
piano music of Tchaikov­ 
sky, but certainly all of it 
that matters. 
Three major works are in

Opus 21.” The latter is a

SOPRANO SAX has al­ 
ways been a favorite of 
mine, and so Wayne Short­ 
er’s new album ‘ ‘ S u p e r 
N o v a ” (Blue Note BST 
84332) caught my eye and 
ear immediately.

To read “American Jour­ 
ney: The Times of Robert 
Kennedy" is to experience a 
series of revelations. 
There is a revelation in 
what it tells us about Robert 
ÍF. Kennedy, perhaps the 
most puzzling and almost 
'misunderstood 
political 
¡phenomenon of middle~20tti 
Century America. 
It is revealing in its dis­ 
section of the society that 
made possible — or made 
necessary — a Bobby Ken­ 
nedy, either idolizing, ad­ 
miring, fearing or despising 
him, but rarely simply to­ 
lerating this unique product 
of its crucible. 
“He was a man of whom 
it was almost impossible to 
say t h a t you were not a 
lesser m an," notes Adam 
Walinsky, 
the 
brilliant 
young cam paign associate. 
That is a relationship de­ 
signed to produce either bit­ 
ter' resentm ent and hatred, 
or intense devotion. 
And it is revealing, 'too, 
about ourselves — what we 
were and what we might 
have been in the days when 
Robert Kennedy walked this 
earth, unruly locks and all. 
And what we are today, two 
and a half years after the 
tragedy that should have 
made better, more charita­ 
ble people of us all. 
The book is composed of 
excerpts 
from 
interviews 
conducted by Jean Stein, a 
v e t e r a n of such assign­ 
ments. She has pursued her 
mission with skill and sen­ 
sitivity. Her subjects are 
for the most part those who 
rode the funeral train from. 
New York to Washington 
B.C., both the humble and 
the famous. But she has 
questioned, too, those who 
could only stand and watch 
the t r a i n roll past them, 
hands over h e a r t s and 
sometimes tears in eyes. 
All this splendidly candid 
and often moving material 
collected by her collabora­ 
tor, editor George Plimpton 
has kneaded into a narra­ 
tive that is as upsetting as 
it is informative. 
He has made his choices 
with adm irable selectivity 
from the millions of words 
recorded by Miss Stein, and 
he has hit upon a formula 
that is strikingly effective.

trip. Then Plimpton devotes 
the hulk of each such chap­ 
ter to recollections and oth­ 
e r commentary illuminat­ 
ing a stretch of Robert F. 
Kennedy's own rem arkable 
journey through life. 
And what of those revel a- 
t i o n s we wrote of at the 
outset of this article? 
There are those whose re­ 
putations tend to flatten out 
after death with the passing 
of first months and then 
years. And there are those, 
a minority, who take on 
greater 
stature 
as 
tim e 
elapses and a broader per­ 
spective becomes possible. 
Thus, already, something of 
the mystique of John F. 
Kennedy has faded since 
that, terrible day in Balias. 
While the prestige of Hubert 
L. Kennedy, once thought 
the lesser b r o t h e r , has 
grown since he kept his fin­ 
al date with destiny in a 
narrow corridor of Los An­ 
geles’ Ambassador Hotel. 
Not all the assessm ents of 
Robert Kennedy’s character 
or career r e c o r d e d in 
“ American 
Journey" 
are 
favorable or even kind. But 
the evidence and the wit­ 
nesses are overwhelmingly 
on his side. And much of 
that testimony comes from 
those who had once been 
skeptical or wary. 
Thus Dr. Kenneth Clark, 
psychologist, 'educator and 
author of “ Dark Ghetto," 
adm its: 
“I changed. I did not be­ 
come an avid Bobby Kenne­ 
dy devotee or fan, but I 
respected the complexity of 
the man. I don’t believe that 
Bobby Kennedy was an an­ 
gel in any way. But I do 
think that our original judg­ 
ment might have been over- 
harsh and severe. Had he 
lived, he really would have 
demonstrated a rare combi­ 
nation of courage, clarity 
and concern about the same 
issues that concerned m e." 
Courage, clarity and con- 
c e r n in this age of com­ 
promise, 
confusion 
and 
cold-heartedness quite pro­ 
perly outweigh certain iin- 
angelic traits that really 
only served to make Bobby 
Kennedy more human and 
often more appealing. 
Educator-author Richard 
Neustadt speaks of one of 
these when he says: “He 
was terribly impatient with 
institutions . . . I’m not sure 
Bob 
ever 
accepted 
that 
there 
were 
limitations; 
maybe he did in his last few 
years, but his notion was 
that every wrong . . . some­ 
how . . . if you can’t right it, 
you’ve got to bust in the 
attempt." 
“It’s extraordinary," ad­ 
mits Neustadt, and adds: 
“I’ve never met anybody 


like him ." Perhaps because 
there are so few — or no — 
others 
of his 
distinctive 
stripe. 
As Roger Wilkins, a form­ 
er Justice Departm ent asso­ 
ciate, notes sadly: “We’ve 
lost that compassion, that 
understanding, that capaci­ 
ty to grow.” 
It is speechwriter Walin­ 
sky who makes a keen ob­ 
servation: “You know, he’s 
the only one of those people 
who were associated with 
John F. Kennedy who grew 
or who went on living after 
he (JFK) died. The rest of 
them just stopped. He was 
the only one that started a 
new process of growth." 
It took great growth, as 
his friend Sen. George Mc- 
G o v e r n points out, for a 
m an in public life to dis­ 
card all the phoney or trivi­ 
al issues and to adopt as his 
bedrock platform something 
as basic as this objective: 
“ To tame' the savageness of 
m an and m ake gentle the 
life of the world." That cov­ 
ers it all — Robert Kenne­ 
dy’s 
great, 
sometimes 
overwhelming concern for 
peace, tolerance, conserva­ 
tion, justice, human digni- * 
ty, children, etc. 
As Rev. Andrew J. Young, 
the civil rights leader, ob­ 
served: “A country can’t af­ 
ford to lose, you know, three 
m en like Robert Kennedy 
and John F. Kennedy and 
M artin King. It takes too 
long to build people like 
th at." 
The book drives home, 
too, a deeper realization of 
the complexity of the Amer­ 
ican 
national 
character. 
Aboard the funeral train 
was television’s Jack P aar 
who saw the people stand­ 
ing along the t r a c k s as 
“ scavengers 
come 
to 
stare." But with him rode 
reporter Sylvia Wright who 
could see that “ people don’t 
m ean to be r u d e . They 
m ean to care." 
And the food supervisor 
for the train who put it sim-. 
ply and m ore articulately 
than did the celebrities: “ It 
w asn’t curiosity. 
It was 
paying respects to someone 
they dearly loved. I'll tell 
you that the p e o p l e who 
w eren't on the train missed 
something I truthfully think 
will never he seen again."' 
And thus the sam e society 
that had spawned, the viol­ 
ence that had claimed the 
life of Robert Kennedy and 
so many others could also 
produce this outpouring of 
genuine grief and this de­ 
monstration of real respect. 
Ivanhoe Donaldson, Insti­ 
tute of Policy Studies fel­ 
low, put his fingers on those 
disparate 
strains 
in 
the 
American personality: 
“ I 
rem em ber seeing cops hold­ 
ing young children in their 
arm s so that they could see 
the train clearly — often 
t i m e s black kids. I just 
thought, people can he so 
dam n 
human 
sometimes. 


and so destructive at other 
times. I couldn’t understand 
• * «' 
“That was the train ride 
for me. It was like Martin 
Luther King. It was trying 
to bridge the gap between 
the 
dream 
and 
reality. 
There was the dream , all 
along the train tracks. But 
yet, in the last car, in that 
caboose, was the reality." 
And what does “American 
Journey : The Times of Rob­ 
ert Kennedy" reveal to us 
about ourselves as we read 
its pages? 
For me there was the sur­ 
prising aw am ess of just 
.how emotionally I could still, 
feel the death of Robert F. 
Kennedy, 30 months after 
that loss. And reawakened 
pangs 
as 
I 
experienced 
anew the realization of just 
how yawning is the gap 
created by the insignificant 
Sirhan Sirhan as he took out 
his frustrations upon poten­ 
tially the most significant 
political figure of our times. 
The eyes moisten. And the 
heart aches. 
One 
cherishes 
P eter 
M aas’ l i t t l e story about 
Robert Kennedy’s Christ­ 
mas visit to an orphanage 
three weeks after President 
Kennedy’s 
assassination, 
where a little 6-year-old 
rushed up to him and blurt­ 
ed: “Your brother's dead! 
Your brother’s dead!” Rob­ 
ert K e n n e d y broke the 
shocked silence that fol­ 
lowed by scooping up the 
child, holding him closely 
for a tender moment, and 
then telling him reassuring­ 
ly: “That’s all right. I have 
another brother.” 
Somehow that seems the 
m easure of Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, a man of special sen- 
s i t i v i t y 
and 
great 
compassion. 
A man who 
might have done so much 
for mankind, had he but 
lived. And a m an who m ay 
yet 
have 
accomplished 


much, even though he died. 
Certainly “American Jour­ 
ney: “The Times of Robert 
Kennedy” indicates th at the 
people who were touched by 
Bobby Kennedy during his 
life still feel very m uch his 
influence after death. Per- 
haps that influence — that 
heritage — will suffice to 
help produce a m ore just 
society and a more peaceful 
world. It would be comfort­ 
ing to think that R o b e r t 
Kennedy, after all, did not 
live or die in vain.

MY 
FATHER: 
JOSEPH 
CONRAD by Borys Conrad; 
Coward-McCann,

One would have to be a 
collector 
of 
Conradiana, 
pretty much, to acquire Bo­ 
rys 
Conrad’s 
account of 
“ Life Father,” which is 
mainly the gist of this book. 
It becomes mostly an auto­ 
biography, with only occa­ 
sional glimpses of the artist 
himself. 
The mother might seem 
to e m e r g e with a more 
clearly delineated character 
- a calm, quiet woman of 
strength and gentle wisdom, 
doomed to undergo a series 
of painful operations on an 
arthritic knee. 
It begins with young Con­ 
rad’s memories of the two 
houses in Essex and Kent 
where the f a m i l y spent 
most of the time in Eng­ 
land. There is some reflec­ 
tion of John Galsworthy, 
H.G. Wells, Henry James, 


Stephen Crane and others. 
There are many hair-rais­ 
ing accounts of the involve­ 
ment of “ J.C.” and his son 
with the early motor cars, 
including accidents over the 
years that were miraculous 
in their lack of injury. 
Young 
B o r y s * 
early 
schooling, his training on 
the Thames Nautical Col­ 
lege vessel H.M.S. Worces­ 
ter, the story of how the 
family was almost trapped 
in Poland at the outbreak of 
World War I when they set 
out to visit Joseph Conrad’s 
birthplace, all are mixed in 
with some chronology of the 
father’s career. Joseph Con­ 
rad was already well esta­ 
blished in English letters by 
then, and commanded the 
attention of the reading 
public the world over. 
Little is seen of his writ­ 
ing habits or the regime he 
must have set himself. 
There are several excel­ 
lent biographies of Conrad 
to be had, some of them 
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published in the last 10 
y e a r s . The heart of this 
sidelight work by Conrad’s 
son Borys would seem to lie 
in the prologue to the book 
itself, where he quotes from 
John 
Galsworthy’s 
first' 
meeting with Conrad in 
Australia and his voyage 
home to England with Con­ 
rad as chief mate of the 
vessel: 
“The word ‘loyalty* has 
been much used by those 


who write or speak of him. 
It has been well used. He 
was always loyal to what he 
had at heart — to his philo­ 
sophy, to his work, and to 
his firends; he was loyal 
even to his dislikes (not few) 
and to his scorn.’* 
For this reviewer, the 
most real indication that we 
are talking about a giant in 
this book is contained in the 
quote from Conrad’s letter 
to his publisher at Double­ 
day Page & Co., referring to 
his “ Mirror of the Sea.” 
“ Twenty years of my life 
went into that b o o k ; and 
such an inspiration does not 
come twice in a man’s life­ 
time. I am not so humble as 
not to be aware that I have 
been permitted 
there to 
capture the very spirit of 
the deep — and I am thank­ 
fully content.” 
For even as sparse a light 
on the character of this true 
aristocrat Joseph Conrad, 
the Conrad follower must be 
thankfully content also.

Generation Waiting For The Cue That Never Came 


THE GREAT DETHRIFFE by 
C.D.B. Bryan; Dutton*, 252 
pages, $6.50.

The Great Gatsby lives! 
At least that’s what George 
Dethriffe thought. 
He fancied himself as the 
personification of F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s hero . . . only a 
1960 version. He felt he was 
a product of the days when 
“ the orchestra played all 
night on the St. Regis roof; 
Central Park was green and 
inviting; the bud vases in 
the horse-drawn hansoms 
o u t s i d e the Plaza were 
filled with flowers. The jazz 
was hot. The chorus line 
bold. Plate glass became 
crystal. Street lights be­ 


came diamonds. And the 
rich were still different 
from you and me.” 
George 
Dethriffe 
was 
rich. But that was as far as 
it went, a c c o r d i n g to 
G e o r g e ’ s best friend, 
Alfred, who was also born 
into Park Avenue society. 
He saw himself and his 
friends as leftovers from 
the Army-McCarthy hear­ 
ings, the Korean War, the 
Eisenhower 
Administra­ 
tion: “ It was as though we 
had all been sitting there 
waiting for our cue, waiting 
for our generation to be 
called on stage, waiting pol­ 
itely, we products of the 
Fifties, waiting to be asked 
to begin.” 


It was hard to realize that 
“ we weren’t going to be 
needed after all, that we 
were, in fact a mothball 
fleet.” 
Alice Townsend was the 
third member of this group. 
She was George’s Zelda, a 
predatory 
post-deb 
who 
would tick off fraternity 
pins on her charm bracelet, 
as though she were collect­ 
ing scalps. 
C.D.B. Bryan, who also 
wrote 
“ P.S. 
Wilkinson,” 
tells us about the marriage 
of George and Alice and 
how their out-of-date illu­ 
sions led their union to di­ 
saster. 
The story is told through 
the eyes of the best friend, 


and it is his personality that 
t u r n s out to be the most 
interesting. 
There 
is 
a 
digression in the plot when 
Alfred goes to Honolulu to 
visit his brother who just 
kicked the dope habit. The 
reader is treated to a fas­ 
cinating description of a 
LSD trip on the slopes of the 
volcano Haleakala. 
What ever happened to 
the brother or Alfred is left 
up in the air. It seems as 
though the author got con­ 
fused half way through the 
book, and could not decide 
which way to go. 
But Bryan writes exceed­ 
ingly 
well, 
particularly 
when he allows his unique 
humor 
to 
dominate.

Yet Another Disciple O f Ernest Hemingway

I am w i l l i n g to read 
almost anything about show 
business, and this book is 
about the glamorous Cannes 
film festival; but I was 
bored, bored, bored. 
Author Bart Spicer is a 
52-year-old former newspa­ 
perman and has published 
more than a dozen novels. 
By now he should be doing 
better. 
Granted he knows, how to 


plot, in a standard, old-fa­ 
shioned way, and he ob- 
v i o u s 1 y has done his 
homework. 
The 
book 
is 
loaded with insider shop 
talk. The protagonist, Ethan 
Allen Chapin, is a “ super­ 
publicist” ; so, of course, he 
is really inside. 
But Spicer is yet another 
Hemingway 
imitator (by 
now this crowd numbers 
into world wide millions 
and spans three writing ge­ 
nerations), and he imitates 
all the wrong things. Be­ 
cause the Master paid meti- 
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culous 
attention 
to 
the 
minutiae of daily living, 
disciple Spicer makes us 
watch his super-publicist 
light a cigarette, blow out 
the match, dress and un­ 
dress. We even walk with 
him to the clothes hamper 
to deposit his shorts. 
This would be forgiveable 
if the pedestrian detail had 
a remote bearing on char­ 
acter or story development, 
but almost none of it does. 
Then there is the imita­ 
tion tough-tender Heming­ 
way 
hero. 
He 
stoically 
endures the grievous disabi­ 
lity of an artificial foot, af­ 
fects “ ain’t” in conversa­ 
tion, and s t r i v e s to do 
things well and truly. 
There are the stock wom­ 
en whom Papa l o v e d so 
well: one passive-sexy. The 
latter indulges a sensual ap­ 
petite so ravenous it could 
exist only in the fevered 
dreams of an unwordly 18- 
year-old male. Where do 
men writers find these pro­ 
digious dames? 
Well, read “ Festival” if 


you just have to know more 
about the Cannes film festi­ 
val.

WILDERNESS, THE EDGE 
OF KNOWLEDGE «dRod 
by Maxina E. McCloskay; 
Sierra Club, 303 pages, 
$6.50. Reviewed by Jeff

The Sierra Club, in this 
book, tells what was said at 
the Eleventh Biennial Wild­ 
erness Conference, held in 
San Francisco in March, 
1969. The report resembles 
four earlier books reporting 
the tenth, ninth, seventh 
and sixth wilderness confer­ 
ences. 
Possibly the most impor­ 
tant aspect of the latest vol­ 
ume in the s e r i e s is its 
s t r e s s on the need for a 
worldwide wilderness pro­ 
gram, and on potential de­ 
velopments in Alaska. 
A l a s , the very time it 
takes to get such a volumi­ 
nous r e p o r t into print 
makes it seem a bit like 
last month’s newspaper. De­ 
velopments, particularly in 
Alaska, make some of the 
27-plus speakers’ remarks 
somewhat out-of-date. 
It is of interest, though, to 
any serious conservationist. 
Also, 
“ population 
bomb” 
Paul Erlich’s speech gives 
the non-informed a good 
capsule full of what it’s all 
about. 
As often happens with so 
many speakers, not all the 
speeches were equally bril­ 
liant. The black-and-white 
maps fall far short of real 
clarity. But it’s a book, 
worth keeping for refer­ 
ence. 


S le u th A i t 
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WOBBLE TO DEATH by

CARAVAN TO VACCARES 
by Alistair MacLean; Dou­ 
bleday, 259 pages, $5.95.

Bowman, who seems a com­

Three major works are in 
the collection: the dramatic 
“Piano Sonata in G Minor,” 
“12 Etudes Opus 40,” and

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MY 
FATHER: 
JOSEPH 
CONRAD by Borys Conrad; 
Coward-McCann, 
112 
pages, $5.95. Reviewed by 
Jack R. Adams. 
One would have to be a 
collector 
of 
Conradiana, 
pretty much, to acquire Bo­ 
rys 
Conrad’s 
account of 
“Life Father,” which is 
mainly the gist of this book. 
It becomes mostly an auto­ 
biography, with only occa­ 
sional glimpses of the artist 
himself. 
The mother might seem 
to e m. e r g e with a more 
clearly delineated character 
- a calm, quiet woman of 
strength and gentle wisdom, 
doomed to undergo a series 
of painful operations on an 
arthritic knee. 
It begins with young Con­ 
rad’s memories of the two 
houses in Essex and Kent 
where 'the f a m i 1 y spent 
most of the time in Eng­ 
land. There is some reflec­ 
tion of John Galsworthy, 
H.G. Wells, Henry James, 


Stephen Crane and others. 
There are many hair-rais­ 
ing accounts of the involve­ 
ment of “J.C.” and his son 
with the early motor cars, 
including accidents over the 
years that were miraculous 
in their lack of injury. 
Young 
B o r y s * 
early 
schooling, his training on 
the Thames Nautical Col­ 
lege vessel H.M.S. Worces­ 
ter, the story of how the 
family was almost trapped 
in Poland at the outbreak of 
World War I when they set 
out to' visit Joseph Conrad’s 
birthplace, all are mixed in 
with some chronology of the 
father’s career. Joseph Con­ 
rad was already well esta­ 
blished in English letters by 
then, and commanded the 
attention 
of the 
reading 
public the world over. 
Little is seen of .his writ­ 
ing habits or the regime he 
must have set himself. 
There are several excel­ 
lent biographies of Conrad 
to' be had, some of them 
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published in the last 10 
y e a r s . The heart of this 
sidelight work by Conrad’s 
son Borys would seem to lie 
in the prologue to1 the book 
itself, where he quotes from 
John 
Galsworthy’s 
first 
meeting 
with Conrad in 
Australia and his voyage 
home to England with Con-' 
rad as chief mate of the 
vessel: 
“The word 'loyalty* has 
been much used by those 


who write or speak of him. 
It has been well used. He 
was always loyal to what he 
had at heart. — to his philo­ 
sophy, to his work, and to 
his firends; he was loyal 
even to his dislikes (not few) 
and to .his scorn.” 
For this reviewer, the 
most real indication that we 
are talking about a giant in 
this book, is contained in the 
quote from Conrad’s letter 
to his publisher at Double­ 
day Page & Co., referring to 
his “Mirror of the Sea.** 
“Twenty years of my life 
went into that b o o k ; and 
such an inspiration does not 
come twice in a man’s life­ 
time. I am not so humble as 
not to be aware that I have 
been 
permitted 
there to 
capture the very spirit of 
the deep — and I am thank­ 
fully content.” 
For even as sparse a light 
on the character of this true 
aristocrat Joseph Conrad, 
the Conrad follower must be 
thankfully content also.

Generation Waiting For The Cue That Never Came 


THE GREAT DETHRIFFE by 
C.D.B. Bryan; Dutton*, 252 
pages, $6.50.

The Great Gatsby lives! 
At least that’s what George 
Dethriffe thought. 
He fancied himself as the 
personification of F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s hero . . . only a 
1960 version. He felt he was 
a product of the days when 
“the orchestra played all 
night on the St. Regis roof; 
Central Park was green and 
inviting; the bud vases in 
the horse-drawn hansoms 
o u t s i d e the Plaza were 
filled with flowers. The jazz 
was hot. The chorus line 
bold. Plate glass became 
crystal. Street lights be­ 


came diamonds. And the 
rich 
were 
still 
different 
from you and me.” 
George 
Dethriffe 
was 
rich. But that was as far as 
it went, a c c o r d i n g to 
G e o r g e ’ s best friend, 
Alfred, who was also born 
into Park Avenue society. 
He saw himself and his 
friends as leftovers from 
the Army-McCarthy hear­ 
ings, the Korean War, the 
Eisenhower 
Administra­ 
tion: “It was as though we 
had all been sitting there 
waiting for our cue, waiting 
for our generation to be 
called on stage, waiting pol­ 
itely, we products of the 
Fifties, waiting to be asked 
to begin.” 


It was hard to realize that 
“we weren’t going to be 
needed after all, that we 
were, in fact a mothball 
fleet.” 
Alice Townsend was the 
third member of this group. 
She was George’s Zelda, a 
predatory 
post-deb 
who 
would tick off fraternity 
pins on her charm bracelet, 
as though she were collect­ 
ing scalps. 
C.D.B. Bryan, who also 
wrote 
“P.S. 
Wilkinson,” 
tells us about the marriage 
of George and Alice and 
how their out-of-date illu­ 
sions led their union to di­ 
saster. 
The story is told through 
the eyes of the best friend, 


and it is his personality that 
t u r n s out to be the most 
interesting. 
There 
is 
a 
digression in the plot when 
Alfred goes to Honolulu to 
visit his brother who just 
kicked the dope habit. The 
reader is treated, to a fas­ 
cinating description of a 
LSD trip on the slopes of the 
volcano Haleakala. 
What ever happened to 
the brother or Alfred, is left 
up in the air. It seems as 
though the author got con­ 
fused half way through the 
book, and could not decide 
which way to go.

I am w i l l i n g to read 
almost anything about show 
business, and this book is 
about the glamorous Cannes 
film festival; but I was 
bored, bored, bored.

By now he should be doing 
better. 
Granted, he knows, how to 


plot, in a standard, old-fa­ 
shioned way, and he ob- 
v i o u s l y has done his 
homework. 
The 
book 
is 
loaded with insider shop 
talk. The protagonist, Ethan 
Allen Chapin, is a “super- 
publicist” ; so, of course, he 
is really inside. 
But Spicer is yet another 
Hemingway 
imitator 
(by 
now this crowd numbers 
.into world wide millions 
and spans three writing ge­ 
nerations), and he imitates 
all the wrong things. Be­ 
cause the Master paid meti- 
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culous 
attention 
to 
the 
minutiae of daily living, 
disciple Spicer makes us 
watch 
his 
super-publicist 
light a cigarette, blow out 
the match, dress and un­ 
dress. We even walk with 
him. to' the clothes hamper 
to deposit his shorts. 
This would be forgiveable 
if the pedestrian detail had 
a remote bearing on char­ 
acter or story development, 
but almost none of it does. 
Then there is the imita­ 
tion tough-tender Heming­ 
way 
hero. 
He 
stoically 
endures the grievous disabi­ 
lity of an artificial foot, af­ 
fects “ain’t” in conversa­ 
tion, and s t r i v e s to do 
things well and, truly. 
There are the stock wom­ 
en whom Papa l o v e d so 
well: one passive-sexy. The 
latter indulges a sensual ap­ 
petite so ravenous it could 
exist only in the fevered 
dreams of an unwordly 18- 
year-old male. Where do 
men. writers find these pro­ 
digious dames? 
Well, read “Festival” if 


you just have to know more 
about the Cannes film festi­ 
val.

Sierra Club 
Reports On 
Conference 


WILDERNESS, THE EDGE 
OF KNOWLEDGE edited 
by Maxine' E. McCloskey; 
Sierra Cltib, 303 'pages, 
$6.50. Reviewed by Jeff

The Sierra Club, in this 
book, tells what was said at, 
the Eleventh Biennial Wild­ 
erness Conference, held in 
San Francisco in March, 
1969. The report resembles 
four earlier 'books reporting 
the tenth, ninth, seventh 
and sixth wilderness confer­ 
ences. 
Possibly the most impor­ 
tant aspect of the latest vol­ 
ume in the s e r i e s is its 
s t r e s s on the need for a 
worldwide wilderness pro­ 
gram., and on potential de­ 
velopments in Alaska. 
A l a s , the very time it 
takes to get such a volumi­ 
nous r e p o r t into print 
makes it seem a. bit like 
last month’s newspaper. De­ 
velopments, particularly in 
Alaska, make some of the 
27-plus speakers' remarks 
somewhat out-of-date. 
It is of interest, though, to 
any serious conservationist. 
Also, 
“population 
bomb” 
Paul Erlich’S speech gives 
the non-informed a good 
capsule full of what it’s all 
about. 
As often happens with so 
many speakers, not all the 
speeches were equally bril­ 
liant. The black-and-white 
maps fall far short of real 
clarity. 
But it’s a book 
worth keeping for refer­ 
ence. 
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The Favorite Flowers Are The Annuals 


Your favorite flower may be the 
African violet, rose, gladiolus, chry­ 
santhemum, dahlia, iriS or camellia. 
However, the cheapest, and in 
'many ways most satisfying of all 
home plantings and the most popu­ 
lar of all, are the annual flowers 
grown from seeds. Then, too, there 
áre the easily grown biennials and 
perennials that bloom the first year 
from seeds. 
Zinnias, petunias, marigolds and 
snapdragons are planted more wide­ 
ly and in far greater numbers each 
year than any or all of the other 
favorites. They really are the home 
garden choices. 


PLANT BREEDERS are produc­ 
ing improving varieties of many 
kinds. The new varieties in All- 
America Selections trials each year 
intrigue thousands of visitors. They 
see, along with the judges, the dif­ 
ferences among and any superiori­ 
ties over the n e a r e s t and most 
competitive varieties growing along 
side the new entries. 
There are now 30 AAS resident 
judges for growing and rating on the 
new flowers as they perform in the 
different soils and climates of North 
America. A new All-America award 
winner is judged to be the best of its 
type and color so far in existence. It 
•Is recommended to you by experts. 
w There are z i n n i a s of many types 
wearing the All-American crown. 
Plant heights range from six-inch 
Thumbelinas with one-inch blooms 
to plants three feet with blooms of 
five or more inches across. 


THE NEWEST AND most exciting 
type is called Peter Pan. It grows 
quite uniformly, as a new hedge or 
low border plant, about 12 inches 
high and eight i n c h e s wide. The 
double f l o w e r s cover tops of the 
plants with three to four-inch beau­ 
ties. 
Peter Pan Pink is of two-tone cor­ 
al or ^almon-pink. Peter Pan Plum 
is a deep or purplish rose shade. 
Be sure to plant some of these 
Peter Pan zinnias this year. Seeds 


may be started early in little peat 
pots for s e 11 i n g out when soil is 
warm. Or, sow seeds directly where 
you want their bloom. They are vigorous 
hybrids. 
Cherry Buttons is the latest of the 
12 to 15-inch plants with one-and-a- 
half to two-inch flowers in profusion. 
The giant cactus-flowered leaders 
are the hybrid Zenith series, with 
Torch and Rosy Future as newest 
winners. 


THERE ARE SO many excellent, 
all-season blooming petunias that it 
has become extremely difficult to 
improve on their colors and growth. 
Comanche and Red Satin were the 
first hybrid red petunias and are 
still leaders in the two-and-a-half to 
three-inch dwarf or mound-shaped 
multiflora plants of 12 to 14 inch 
height. 
Appleblossom is yet to be sur­ 
passed in the larger flowered, hy­ 
brid grandiflora class. It is light 
pink and very weather resistant. 
Many other colors of the far super­ 
ior hybrid petunias are now availa­ 
ble, in seeds and in bedding plants. 


HYBRID MARIGOLDS of the new: 
hedge or semi-dwarf type now lead 
the large flowered favorites. They 
areearlier to bloom, and flowering is 
on top and sides of compact plants 
instead of down in the foliage. 
Orange Jubilee and Golden Jubilee 
are recent winners, as is First Lady 
in bright yellow with somewhat 
smaller flowers on smaller 16 to 18 
inch plants. 
Bolero is the w i n n i n g double 
French marigold, with bicolored red 
and gold flowers on 12-inch bushy 
plants. 
The double button type is repre­ 
sented by the Petite series. Little 
bushy plants of six to eight inch 
height cover themselves with inch or 
smaller blooms. Colors of yellow, 
gold, orange and bicolors with ma­ 
hogany red are all attractive, separ­ 
ate or mixed.

“Big Four’’ of the flowers. The sum­ 
mer-flowering hybrid Rocket series 
brought new garden popularity. In 
many colors, they are still the lead­ 
ing tall or two-and-a-half to three- 
foot varieties. Dwarfed varieties 
also are available. 
Then came Bright Butterflies, tall 
and striking Rocket type but with 
open-faced flowers for greater color 
display. Crossed with double-flow­ 
ered varieties, Madame Butterfly 
Jgives double-centered, open-faced 
flowers. 
Little D a r 1 i n g is the new 1971 
open-face type with dwarf 12 to 15 
inch plants in mixed colors, 
s The most dwarf of the snapdra­ 
gons are the Royal Carpet series. 
Plants grow only pix inches high, 
but with up to 25 spikes and with 
five or six blooms each at a time. 
Other annuals deserve their popu­ 
larity along with perennials that, 
bloom the first season from early- 
started seeds. 


Probably no other flower reached 
the instant popularity attained by 
hybrid geraniums. They come true 
from seeds, flower as quickly as 
from cuttings, need no pinching 
back and are disease-free. 
Plant the Carefree geraniums: 
Scarlet, Deep Salmon and Bright 
Pink have been award-winners. 


FOR 1971 YOU can have for the 
first time a giant hybrid mallow 
from seeds. For probably the largest 
flowers in your garden with “dessert 
plate’’ or seven to 10 inch size flow­ 
ers, plant the giant hibiscus South­ 
ern Belle. 
It is a hardy perennial and will 
bloom the first season from early 
started seeds. Tops die down with 
k i l l i n g frosts but heavier plants to 
over four feet come back each sum­ 
mer with increased blooms in white, 
reds and~pink shades. 
Silver Puffs is the first dwarf an­ 
nual hollyhock. Silvery pink powder 
puff flowers on two-foot plants is an 
unique novelty for 1971. 
Dianthus or garden pinks were 
old-time favorites. Recent winners 
have again popularized them. China 
Doll with clusters in red shades and 
with white e d g i n g s was a 1970 win­ 
ner. Now 1971 brings the first hybrid 
with rich red clusters on 12 to 15 
inch, upright plants in the best of all 
the dianthus, the Queen of Hearts. 


MANY OF US want a quick flow­ 
ering vine for trellis, patio or fence. 
And, morning glories are foremost. 
We still like P e a r l y Gates and 
Blue Star or Clark’s Early Heavenly 
,Blue, but the new larger-flowered, 
earlier and longer-blooming Early 
Call Rose now takes precedence. The 
color is a deep and bright rose. 
M o r n i n g glory seed coats are 
hard, so soak seeds overnight in 
warm water before planting. 
Look for the red, white and blue 
All-America winner shield on seed 
packets for the best recommenda­ 
tions. Or, look for the All-America 
Selection or AAS logotype in the 
seed catalogs. 
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Taking Mystery Out O f Winter Pruning 


There is something about 
priming a shrub or a tree 
that hints of mystery to 
many gardeners. They know 
it is desirable but don’t 
jknow why. 
Pruning is all important, 
not only to shape trees and 
:shrubs, but especially to en­ 
tourage new growth and the 
production of fruit or flow­ 
ers. Puming also controls 
,size and can guide the new 


growth in the direction de­ 
sired. 
With this understanding, 
much of the mystery of 
pruning is removed. 
The winter months, while 
they are dormant and leaf­ 
less, is the time to prune 
roses, bushes, fruit trees 
grapes and berries. Flower­ 
ing trees can be p r u n e d 
when they are in bloom — 
to provide lovely arrange­ 
ments for indoor use. 


Spring-flowering shrubs, 
however, 
should 
not be 
p r u n e d until after they 
bloom. To cut them back 
now would only reduce the 
number 
of soon-to-bloo m 
flower buds.
